BALLINASLOE, Tuesday. 

The Ballinasloe Great October Fair was 
nominally opened on Monday last, when the 
more or less usual lot of light-legged- work- 
ing horses paraded the town for the benefit 
of possible purchasers. From a Seller’s 
point of view, trade at. the horse fair was 
not satisfactory. If it were not for the 
agricultural show on Monday it is doubtful 
if buyers of useful huniers would visit Bal- 
linasloe for the October fair. The best of 
the horses available are usually entered for 
competition at this event, but not many 
sales are actually made at the show. 

In the early part of Monday it was not 
easy to make one’s way through the principal 
thoroughfare, because of the number of 
moderate lookinz working horses exposed for 
sale. Amongst these was an odd beast 
likely to make a hunter. For work horses 
the demand was exceedingly slow, and at 
the end of the day a large percentage re- 
mained unsold. Those disposed of ranged 
from twenty to twenty-five pounds. 

Owing to the absence of any great de- 
mand from the other side of the Channel it 
was extremely difficult to sell four-year-olds 
at any price, but a few hunters of good 
type, five years old and upwards, changed 
hands. 

Mr. 8. Young, of Galway, bought a useful 
black six-year-old from Mr. Cecil Johnston, 
Moate, for £180; Mr. .C. L, Broderick pur- 
chased a good hunter from Mr. R. Scott, 
Ballina, for £130, while Mr. T.-MeDermot 
Kelly, V.S., sold a chestnut mare for £120. 

On the whole, prices of hunters were fully 
25 per cent. under those of last year. The 
Rey. Father Cogavin sold his bay hunter 
mare, Glico, to Joseph Murphy, Kilmallock, 
for £150. Mr. Brett, Co. Sligo, sold a 
brown horse to Miss B. Malone, Westmeath, 
for £80. A five-year-old from H. B. Scott, 
Ballina, was sold to Mr. Trench for £170, 
Oliver Dixon, Reading, bought most of the 
bigh-class hunters, which were sold «wt prices 
ranging from £100 to £180. He also bought 
a bay horse, the winner of two point-to- 
point meetings, from Mr. F. R. Kenny for 
£300. (George Laverty, Dungannon, bought 
six useful horses at prices running up to £150, 
while Joe Murphy, Rathkeale, bought a 
number of hunters at values ranging from 
£70 to £150. Some three-year-olds found a 
market at £50 to £70 per ‘head. 

There was some Inquiry for troopers, 
which were sold at £30 to £45 to buvers who 
included Mr. Jack White, Liffey Bank. 
and Mr, McMenamin. i 

SHEEP AND LAMBS. 

To-day the great October fair of wethers, 
ewes and lambs: was held under splendid 
weather conditions. As compared with Jast 
year the numbers on offer were smaller, the 
gap returns showing that 6,670 sheep were 
sold, while 1,006 were taken home by their 
owners in the hope of fetching more money 
later. Flockowners had expected an improve. 
ment on current prices to-day owing to the 
activities of:dealers who visited their farms 
prior to the fair, in the hope, doubtless, of 
getting a few bargains, That the forestalling 
must have been attended with some degree 
is clear from the fact that the 
Great Southern Railway Company despatched 
from Ballinasloe Station a series of special 
trains to the fattening lands of Leinster to 
the extent of 310 wagons. These would 
account for the transport of about ten thou- 
sand sheep and lambs. 

Some well-known Meath and other buyers 
were not represented here to-day, but, as 
will be seen from the returns, a fairly good 
clearance was effected, although . prices 
showed a decline which ranged from 2s. to 
5s, per head compared with a vear ago. The 
area of purchase is indicated by the fact 
that 57 wagons went to Hill of Down, 41 to 
Enfield, 40 to Mullingar, 25 to Liffey Junc- 
tion, 19 to Kilcock, 16 to Maynooth, 14 to 
Kilmessan, 15 to NKillucan, 15 to Clonsilla, 
and 10 to Navan. 

Among two-shear wethers, always a strong 
feature of this fair, Richard Howard, Eyre 
court, secured the top price of the day, 76s. 
The general run of wethers was from 55s. to 
60s. and 65s. Last year the top price for 
similar wethers was 80s.

HOUSING SCHEME. 

Reporting on the Little “Bray housing 
scheme, Mr. T. F. Strahan, Engineering 
Inspector, Local Government Department, 
stated that there were sixty-one occupied 
houses which were unfit ‘for human _ habita- 
tion. It would seem desirable, having regard 
to its position--namely, at the entrance from 
Dublin, and to the character of the property 
at the opposite side—that the frontage to 
Castle street should he reserved for Jeasing 
to private persons, either for commercial 
purposes or better-class dwellings. If 
such lettings were not made within a reason- 
sble time the ground could be utilised 
for housing purposes, while such dwellings 
should obviously be of a size and externi! 
appearance as would reasonably accord with 
their surroundings. Seventeen houses covid 
he erected on the field to the north for the 
reception of such of those families to be 
dispossessed by clearance later ‘lhe type cf 
house would be two storev, and hítv one were 
planned for the area. If it were found 
proper to utilise portion of the Fair Green, 
the frontage to lower Dargle road should be 
used. About eighteen houses would be pro 
vided on this area. 

Mr. Meghen said that, if their engineer 
had a consultation with Mr. Strahan, thes 
would be able to arrange for a certain pro 
portion of the work to be proceeded with 
immediately—about. thirty houses. The ques 
tion of using the Fair Green would require 
further consideration. 

The Minister for Local Government wrote 
stating that he was prepared to recemmend 
to the Minister for Finance to grant £1,350 
from the Road Fund towards the improve 
ment of the Dargle road. provided a hke 
amount 

Mr. Meghen decided to grant a Jike sum 
from the local fund, and te advertise for 
tenders for the work.

Continuing, the Chairman said there was 
another important matter to which he ought 
to refer—the injustice of opposing the re- 
newals of licences on other thar statutory 
grounds. In many cases recently opposition 
was entered because of the small trade being | 
done. In other words. they had one State 
Department—that of. Finance—crippling the 
trade with taxatiou, and another—that of 
_Justice—coming along to finish it because it 
iwas not flourishing.

An Ancient Bridge. 


My mention of John le Decer, Mayor 
of Dublin circa 1300, has prompted a 
correspondent to tell me that the bridge 
across the Liffey at Newbridge, two miles 
from Leixlip, was built by him in 1308. 
Wakeman, in his “Handbook of Irish 
Antiquities,’’ 1903 edition, refers to this 
bridge, the oldest. structure of its kind 
in Ireland, as follows :—‘It is in every 
respect an interesting work of its kind, 
and promises, unless taken in hand by 
some ‘restorer,’ to stand the storms and 
floods of another five hundred years. 
Some sixty years ago it was sentenced to 
demolition as useless, and only escaped 
demolition through the influence of the 
then proprietor of St. Woolstan’s, Richard 
Cane, who, in a spirit worthy of all com- 
mendation, declared that he would rather 
bear the cost of a new bridge than see one 
stone of John le Decer’s work removed.’’ 


A Dublin Film Actor. 


The verdict of the Irish film 
would seem to be unhesitatingly favour- 
able to Mr. J. M. Kerrigan, whose clever 
character study in “ Song o' My Meart”’ 
has won popularity for the old Abbey 
player. Born in Dublin in December, 
1885.

Ireland in the News To-day. 


In my post-bag yesterday morning I 
found an envelope bearing the Oyo, 
Nigeria, post-mark. “It contained a letter 
and a dog-eared scrap of newsprint. 

The first was from Mr. R. N. Ludlow, 
lately of Brighton road, Rathgar, 


Dublin, and now a missionary at Oyo, a 
bush station some two hundred miles 
inland from the Nigerian coast. The 
second was a fragment torn from a 


local newspaper, which is printed in 
Mnglish and Yoruba on alternate pages 
My knowledge of Yoruba being of the 
slightest, I was unable to read the 
hits of local news. When, however, I 
the paper over I found the 
following :— 

“There is trouble in Ireland over 
the Shannon Hydro-electric Scheme 
whereby a German firm has been given 
the contract for generating electricity 
with the waters of the River Shannon. 
The wages offered by the German con- 
tvactors are considered inadequate by 
the Irish Labour Party. The Free 
State Government is in danger of 
losing a number of its supporters to the 
Republicans if the contract is not 
cancelled.’’

Another, paragraph, further 
played the word “' Ulster ” in 
proximity to ‘‘ boundary,’’ but, 
the paper was torn at this spot, I was 
unable to satisfy my curiosity as to the 
connotation inferred by the sentence.

Now that the Greater Dublin scheme ia 
under way I find that most people seem 
to assume that Dublin is the largest city 
in Ireland. Before jumping to this con- 
clusion, however, it would be well to con- 
sider the claims of Belfast. In pre-war days 
Belfast claimed to be larger—that is, the 
area and population under the administra- 
tion of the Belfast Corporation were both 
larger than those controlled by the Dublin 
Corporation. In those days, however, 
Dublin men were wont to declare that 
Rathmines and other townships, and the 
coastal towns Blackrock and Kingstown, 
should be included with Dublin. To this 
contention Belfast men would retort that 
Holywood and Bangor on one side of Bel- 
fast Lough, and Carrickfergus and Green- 
island on the other, should, on the same 
argument, be included with Belfast. 


Comparison. 


It is interesting to compare the present- 
day Belfast and the Greater Dublin which 
has now been brought into existence. A 
Northern newspaper declares that it is 
estimated that the area of Dublin has been 
increased from 8,358 acres to 18,733 acres, 
the population from 316,693 to 403,961, 
and the valuation from £1,335,000 to 
£1.747.000. If these figures are correct, 
Belfast is the bigger city from the point 
of view of population. According to the 
1926 Census the population of Belfast 
was 415,151, and it has increased further 
within the past four years. The valuation 
of Belfast is also  larger—£1,860,330, 
according to the last valuation before 
appeal. In point of area Dublin appears 
to have the advantage, as the present 
area of Belfast is given im the recent 
Corporation abstract of accounts “prepared 
by the City Treasurer as 16,475 acres. 
Nevertheless, the ‘‘ sise” of a city is 
usually estimated by its population, and, 
if the figures quoted above are approxi- 
mately correct, Belfast still leads. 


Hoodoo.

In the letter received yesterday, the chair- 
man states that to meet modern conditions, 
the modernised works must operate on the 
seaboard so as to cut out the heavy transport 
charges which have been such a handicap to 
Dowlais for mang years. The plain fact is 
that the product of the Dowlais works cannot 
now be sold to pay for the cost of operating 
the works. 


THE CAUSE. 


All that will be left of the once prosperous 
South Wales heavy iron and steel trade when 
work at Dowlais ceases, he says, will be one 
blast furnace operating at Cardiff and one 
blast furnace at Port Talbot. U?less condi- 
tions change, the time must come when one or 
both of these furnaces will have to be closed 
down. 

“We venture to suggest,’’ says the letter, 
‘that the present position results directly 
from a majority of our fellow-countrymen 
voting at the last general election in favour of 
free trade and against safeguarding our iron 
and steel industry. It is, of course, certain 
that the country’s policy will he changed in 
the near future, and then the iron and steel 
industry will again help South Wales towards 
prosperity.’’

Thomas Beecham has concluded an arrange- 
ment with the Covent Garden Opera Syndi- 
cate, which for the last three years has given 
three seasons each of ten weeks during the 
summer in Lomdon, as well as a ten weeks’ 
tour in the provinces in the autumn and 
winter. It has a lease of the Royal Opera 
House, the largest theatre in London, where 
opera can be adequately represented, and has 
made financial jarrangements to continue its 
operations for five vears to come. 

Sir Thomas suggests that the advantages to 

be derived from the agreement for members 
of the League ai» solid and incontestable. By 
pooling the resources of the two organisations 
a powerful combination can be created that 
will operate for a minimum period of five 
years, and whigh may conceivably develop 
into a permanent institution. 
The object of the circular letter is to ask 
subscribers if they are willing te allow the 
contract between themselves and the League 
to be transferred. to the joint enterprise, and 
Sir Thomas requests a reply at once, as the 
Syndicate is presaing for a decision by Octo- 
ber 15th.

DEATH OF SIR W. H. MAX, 


Admiral of the Fleet Sir William Henry 
May, a former Controller of the Nay, 
died at his residence, Brightrigg, Cold. 
stream, Berwickshire, in his eighty-firs; 
year, yesterday. During his naval career 
of more than half a century he had he}; 
many important commands. He entered 
the Navy in 1863, and in 1913 attained 
the rank of Admiral of the Fleet. 

Admiral May served with the Arrt}-

of the Education Amending Act. The clause 
in this which aroused the greatest popular 
interest was the one which made simple Bible 
teaching compulsory, the demand for which 
was supported by the majority of the Ulster 
people.

BISHOP DAY ON 
CHURCH UNION, 


Our Spectra, REPRERENTATIVB. 
KILKENNY, T wesday 

The Right Rev. John G. F. Day, D.D.. 
Bishop of Ossory. presiding at the annua 
meeting of the Ossory Diocesan Synod here 
to-day, spoke of the Lambeth Conference and 
the desire of the bishops for Christian unity. 
Before doing so he dealt with the work of the 
ast year. 

In the course of his address, he said that 
he was thankful to say that since their last 
meeting no member of their Diocesan Synod 
had been taken from them by death, but one 
of their clergymen, Canon George Beresford 
Power, who for more than fifty years was a 
member of that Synod, had, on account of 
advancing years and failing health, been 
forced to retire. 

GENEROUS GIFTS. 

The financial position of the diocese was 
not quite so good as it was last year, the 
combined net deficit this year being £135 
18s. 5d., as against £29 19s. 8d. last year. 
It was hoped that a special effort would be 
made to wipe out arrears. While on the 
subject of finance he might call attention to

who had given £1,000 to the Representative 
Church Body for the benefit of the parish of 
Ennisnag. Another generous gift was that 
of Major Hamilton Stubber, who had this 
year contributed £105 to the assessment of 
the parish of Durrow. The report of the 
Ossory Board of Missions was a most satis- 
factory one. Last year the diocese con- 
tributed £695 10s. 3d. for the missionary 
work of the Church. As he had said then, 
that was a record for the diocese. This year no 
less than £739 16s. lid. had been contributed 
to missionary work, which was more than 
£44 better than last year’s record. Of this 
amount, the parish of Kilkenny had _ con- 
tributed nearly £420, a truly magnificent 
effort, which reflected the greatest credit 
upon the clergy of the parish and upon those 
devoted ladies who work so unceasingly for 
this great cause. Turning to the report of 
the Diocesan Board of Religious Education. 
one found that in the annual examination 
held last year 400 children were examined, as 
compared with 382 last year, and of these 516 
gained first prizes, an unusually large per- 
centage, which reflected great credit upon the 
teachers 

THE LAMBETH CONFERENCE. 
Speaking about .the great 
Bishops which had met at Lambeth Palace 
during July and js hee to discuss the many 
problems and difficulties which, he said, con- 
fronted the Church and the world, the Bishop 
told the Synod that no fewer than 3507 
Bishops, gathered from all parts of the world, 
took part in the Conference, and, as speaker 
after speaker got up, one realised, as one 
hardly realised it before, the world-wide char- 
acter of the great branch of the Catholic 
Church to which they and he belonged. The 
problems that they discussed were world 
problems concerning the welfare of all man 
kind. The most striking feature of the Con- 
ference was the spirit of unity and brother 
hood which bound the whole body together. 
Some of the subjects discussed were highly 
controversial, and he need hardly say that 
often wide differences of opimion were ex- 
pressed, and yet in all the discussions he did 
not hear one harsh, bitter or hurtful word. 
There was a manifest desire on all sides to 
understand the position of others and to meet 
ther difficulties, with the result that on every 
subject but one a unanimous report was 
issued. 

CHURCH UNION. 

The subject which aroused most interest 
and provoked most discussion was the sul 
ject of the unity of the Church. During the 
past ten years many movements towards 
Christian unity had taken place. In Persia. 
in China, and especially in South India, strong 
in favour of Church union had 
taken place. In South India the Presbyterian 
and Congregational Churches had already 
united, and now a scheme was being prepared 
for the union of that United Church witn their 
Church and with the Wesleyan Methodisis. It 
was not only to the great Protestant non 
episcopal churches that the Bishops looked 
in their desire for unity. The great Anglican 
Church, from her central position, stretched 
out her hands in both directions to Protestant 
non-episcopal churches, on the one hand, and 
to the ancient orthodox churches, on the 
other, and, indeed, to any other church 
which would confer with her, that she 
might do her part, so far as in her lay, to 
carry out her Saviour’s will and prayer, that 
all who believed in Him might be one in Him.

A serious case has been discovered of the 
forging of scrip of a large financial establish- 
meut in England with a capital of some 
£30,000 ,000. 

The police have arrested a Spaniard, whose 
naine is given as Simon Gone’ se Segura. 
He is said to have taken over a tank which 
had gone bankrupt, and given it the néw and 
portentous name of the “Central Credit 
Bank.” Introducing himself with the im- 
pwessive title of director of the Central Credit 
Bank—the staff consisted of himself and an 
office boy--he went to various authentic 
banks and tried to borrow sums against the 
deposit of share certificates of a well-known 
British firm. Two banks accepted his pro- 
posal, and he deposited a number of five- 
hundred-franc certificates. Further loans 
were asked for, but the banks smelt a rat. 
and it was discovered that the share certifi- 
eates were forced. 

ATTEMPTED ESCAPE. 

When arrested yesterday the man said that 
he had acted in good faith, and that the 
certificates had been handed to him by a 
Rritish subject whose first name was Victor. 

Later in the day the prisoner, whose name is 
given as Simon Gomez de Segura, made a 
dash for libertv while he was being taken by 
the police to the offices of his “bank.” The 
police were busy searching the premises, and 
de Segura took the opportunity to make for the 
coor and 1un downstairs, but he was soon 
caught.

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~The outstanding feature of the Labour 
Party Conference at Llandudno yesterday 
was the conciliatory attitude of Mr. James 
Maxton, the Chairman of the Independent 
Labour Party, .in his attack on the 
Government, his friendly tribute to the 
Prime Minister and the Labour Govern- 
ment, and Mr. Macdonald’s genial recep- 
tion of Mr. Maxton’s chap tindsiie and 
his expression of regard for the Prime 
Minister’s personal feelings. 

There was, indeed, almost a public 
reconciliation between Mr.| Maxton and 
the Prime Minister. The Independent 
Labour Party amendment was stronger in 
its challenge to the Government than the 
speech Mr. Maxton delivered in moving it. 
In fact, he surprised the delegates by the 
comparative moderation of his language in 
moving the vote of censure. 


THE SAFETY PEDAL. 

He gave no indication of the intention 
of the I.L.P. to pursue its policy of 
opposition, and contented himself with a 
very general criticism that the Government 
policy has not been sufficiently socialistic. 
The whole speech was on the “safety 
pedal,” and Mr. Maxton seemed to be 
exercising deliberate restraint. 

A full-dress debate on unemployment 
occupied the greater part of the day, and 
in the end there was an overwhelming

_ The Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald), who spoke immediately after the 
proceedings had opened, began with an 
eloquent tribute to the victims of the 
R 101.

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HIGH-POWER STA- 

- TION ORDERED. . 

CENTRAL POSITION: 
NOT NAMED. 
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From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 

LONDON, Tuesday. 
The Irish Free State authorities. have 
placed an order with Marconi’s Wireless 
Telegraph Co. for the supply of a high- 
power broadcasting ‘transmitter, which 
will be erected in .a central position in 
the Irish Free State, to serve the whole 


‘of the State. 


The new transmitter, which will em- 
body the latest refinements of broadcast- 
ing technique, will have an aerial energy 
of 60 kilowatts, and will, therefore, 
one of the most powerful broadcast 
transmitters in Europe. It is antici- 
pated that crystal set users in all parts 
of the Free State will be able to make 
use of it. 

It is expected that the new broadcast- 
ing station will be ready to begin opera- 
tions in the autumn of 1951. 

The transmitter will be manufactured 
at the Marconi works at Chelmsford, 
from which some of the earliest trans- 
missions in Great Britain took place, and 
where broadcasting transmitters have 
been manufactured for erection in more 
than 25 countries in all parts of the 
world. The now universally 
principle of low power modulation, a sys- 
tem of great efficiency, will be used, and 
the frequency emitted by the station will 
be controlled by an oscillating quartz 
crystal, thermostatically controlled. This 
arrangement will ensure a constancy cf 
the transmitted wave-length within very 
fine limits, an essential condition _ of 
modern broadcasting, which requires 
transmitting stations to keep strictly to 
their allotted wave-lengths. 


PROVISION FOR INCREASING 
POWER. 

Arrangements have been made to enable 
the aerial energy to be doubled at a later 
date if required. The aerial will be sus- 
pended between two lattice steel insulated 
masts, each 330 feet in height. The 
aerial will be situated at a consider- 
able distance from the — transmitting 
building, and, in accordance with 
modern practice, the energy from the 
transmitter will be conveyed by 4 
feeder to a small building situated 
directly under the acrial, where the energy 
is transferred to the aerial proper by 
a coupling — device. The frequency 
characteristic of the new transmitter will 
be of unimpeachable quality, as linearity 
between 30 and 10,000 cycles will be 
arranged for in the modulation system. 

The transmitter can be operated on any 
wave-length between 300 and 550 metres. 
It is understood, however, that the wave- 
length actually used will be 415 metres. 
The latest speech input apparatus is being 
provided by the Marconi Company, ensur- 
ing that the reproduction of the speech 
and music transmitted from the new 
station will be of high quality. 


POWER FROM THE IRISH HIGH- 
TENSION NETWORK. 

Tt is interesting to note that power to 
operate the station will be supplied from 
the Irish high-tension network. The alter- 
nating current from the high-power net- 
work will be rectified at the wireless 
station by a brown-boverl mercury are 
rectifier. ’ Water-cooled ands air-cooled 
valves of the latest design will be used 
in the. different amplifier stages. The 
transmitter will be constructed on the 
panel system, each separate unit being 
contained in an aluminium case, with 
glass doors, the pancls being sprayed with 
dove grey cellulose lacquer, which gives 
an appearance of great distinction to the 
transmitter. 

NEW MARCONI STATIONS. 

The high regard in which British-built 
Marconi broadcasting installations are 
held in Europe is shown by the fact that 
during this year Marconi transmitters 
have been supplied and installed or 
ordered for Beromunster, Bale and Berne 


in Switzerland, Spanga in Sweden, Reyk- ' 


Javik in Iceland, Trieste in Italy, Warsaw, 
Lwow and Wilno in Poland, Brno. in 
Czechoslovakia, Vilipuri in Finland, and 
Rome and the Vatican City in Italy, the 
last two being short-wave installations. 
Letters received from many parts of the 
world report a number of these stations 
as giving decidedly better results than 
listeners. have. previously known. 


SITE NOT CHOSEN.

Speculation is rife. concerning Mr. 
Thomas's speech. The economic: problem 
is one that cannot be referred saus phras¢ 
to the Sankey or any other. committee. 

The Dominions Secretary: is an adept 
at the art of non-committal statements, 
but this time he must show at least part 
of his hand. He must make it clear 
whether or not the British Government is 
determined to torpedo the whole scheme 
of reciprocal preferences by insistence on 
Mr. Snowden's policy of complete free 
trade. If he indicates the least desire to 
come to terms with the Dominions, the 
Conference will take new heart and the 
way will be open for the formulation of 
a plan which may be acceptable to every- 
body concerned. 
negative to the Dominions, cadit quaestto. 
One thing is certain, the Dominion 
Prémiers know that Empire free trade 
is impracticable at present. Indeed, none 
of them is willing to dispense with 
tariffs even against Great Britain, but 
they all expect to get something out of the 
Conference. They refuse to believe that 
the British Government will not make 
some fiscal concessions in their favour, 
and some of them, at any rate, ‘are con- 
vinced that “Messrs. Macdonald and 
Thomas will be able to overcome 
Mancunian prejudices of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 

All sorts of committees were in: action 
to-day. The general Economic Committee 
was discussing the problem of standardisa- 
tion of invoices—not exactly an exhilarat- 
ing topic, but one which shows the 
severely practical way in which the Con- 
ference is getting to work. The Research 
Committee had a long talk about. wool, 
a matter on which. experts. can become 
quite heated at times. The Committee on 
Communications held a preliminary meet- 
ing, at which its members exchanged views 
on the problems of broadcasting, cables, 
postal services and news. The War 
Graves Committee examined the problem 
of educating the children of officials who 
have to hve abroad, and, finally, the 
Sankey Committee: met in. the *** Moses. 
room—-a fact which led an irreverent: news- 
paper correspondent to dub it “ the Moses 
and Sankey Committeée.”’ 


BiG AND LITTLE FLEAS. . 

As | have explained in previous 
messages, the Sankey Committee gathers 
problems snowball fashion from the heads 
of delegations, and it appears now that, 
working on the principle of Swift's lines 
about fleas, it proposes to follow the 
example of the heads, and, hating sur- 
veyed its problems en: gros; to~pass them 
on in turn to smaller committees for 
examination in detail. | 

At this rate the Conference will last for 
several weeks ;.for there does not seem to 
be any limit to the number of committees 
and sub-committees that ‘are being ap- 
pointed, | : 

To-day Lord Sankey and his colleagues 
dealt in more or less cursory manner with 
two matters of first-class importance. ' One 
was the proposal to estabhsh an Empire 
Tribunal, and the other was the problem 
of nationality. The principle of some form 
of Empire Tribunal was accepted’ vaguely 
at the last Imperial Conference, but much 
has happened in the meanwhile to make 
its establishment a matter of some 
urgency. The principal factor in the 
situation as it exists at present is the 
adoption of the so-called optional clause 
by Great Britain and the Dominions’ at 
Geheva. - Readers will remember that’ by 
virtue of this clause the signatories bound 
themselves to submit any international 
disputes in which they might become in- 
volved to. the Gourt of -International 
Justice at The Hague. The representa- 
tives of Great Britain and the overseas 
Dominions ,all signed the clause, with the 
distinct reservation that they wonld not 
submit domestic disputes—that is to say, 
disputes between members of the Common- 
wealth—to foreign arbitration: but theré 
was one exception to this-attitude. The 
Irish Free State, in her anxiety to demon- 
strate her entire independence of every- 
body else, signed the optional élause with- 
out any kind of reservation, . 

LOUGH FOYLE, FOR EXAMPLE. 

Therefore, if a dispute should arise 
between the Free State and any other 
member of the Commonwealth—say, for 
example, the question of territorial ‘rights 
in Lough Foyle—the Free State is pledged 
to submit the matter to The Hague, while 
Great Britain has declared that. she will 
not accept outside interference. In these 
circumstances, it is obviously desirable 
that some form of Empire tribunal shal] 
be brought into existence as quickly as 
possible. All the overseas Dominions and 
Great Britain are in favour of the project 
in principle. 

As a British Minister said recently. 
what is ‘the use of talking about 
imperial brotherhood if we submit our 
quarrels to outsiders? 

The Sankey Committee's 
evolve a form of tribunal that will meet 
with general approval. It probably will 


suggest some kind of body on which the 


under the ehairmanship of the Lord Chan- 
cellor of England. 

At any rate, the. need for some form of 
Empire Court is evident. Nobody would 
like The Hague to become a laundry for 
the cleansing of imperial linen, and there 
surely is sufficient common-sense among 
the delegates to the Conference to devise 
some means by-which the Empire can 
settle its own disputes. : 

NATIONALITY. 

Having disposed, for the moment, of 
the Empire tribunal, the Sankey “Com 
mittee took a hurried glance at “he 
problem of nationality. Here, again, cor- 
flicting interests are involved. Some of 
the Dominions find that British citizen- 
ship .is good enough for them... Others 
take the view that it is not. The diffi- 
culty confronting the Sankey Committee 
is the discovery of a satisfactory formula 
which will combine, in the definition of a 
person's nationality, the fact that he or 
she-is a member of the British Empire as 
well as being a citizen of one of its con- 
stituent States.In this connection the ques- 
tion of married women offers some interest- 
ing aspects. If a Southern Irishwoman 
marries a Canadian, does she remain a 
citizen of the Free State, or does she auto- 
matically become a Canadian? From the 
legal point of view, this little problem is 
of some importance, and the Sankey Com- 
mittee must find a solution during the 
next few weeks. 

The Committee adjourned this after- 
noon until Thursday, when it will tackle 
another batch of problems. It now 
has become the repository of all 
the constitutional issues before the 
Conference, and fulfils, roughly, the same 
function as was fulfilled four years ago 
by the Inter-Imperial Relations Com- 
mittee, under the chairmanship of the late 
Earl of Balfour. 

Its report, when it appears, will be as 
voluminous as it will be important. When 


it has finished with the several problems

“LAST STAGE OF THE 
LAST JOURNEY.

The Times of to-day observes in a leading 
article :—By the time -these-lines are before 
“fhe eyes of our readers the remains of the 
who «gave their lives for 
‘their country in the loss of the great airship 


j-will have ended the “last stage. but. one, af 


their journey home. From Cardington they 
set out on Saturday with who knows what 
hopes and what anxieties: what confidence 
and what curiosity; what high pulse of life, 
and what gleaming visions of triumph to 
come, and of a return in heartfelt thankful- 
ness and exultation. To Cardington they 
will return, indeed; but silent now, and at 
rest, and so wholly absorbed by the common 
fate that one cannot be told from another. 
They set out buoyantly on the element which, 
with all their strength of body and mind, 
they were labouring, planning, hoping to 
tame to the service sé man; they come home 
by the two other ways, the land and the sea, 
which, after incalculable ages of effort, man 
even now cannot count es wholly submissive 
to his will to “see all sights from Pole to 
Pole.” This morning they should have heen 
near, or even have reached the end of their 
passage lo India. They have made a “‘ passage 
to more than India,” and it has brought them 
im honour and ‘in majesty home to West- 
minster. The majesty is that of the glorious 
dead; the honour is that due to men whose 
failure is of the heroic kind, out of which is 
forged the success of those who come after 
them. 

The time is at hand when their native 
country, led by the Prince of Wales on behalf 
of His Majesty the King, will pay these men 
the public honours which their lives and the 
deaths have won for them. Such payment 
has, indeed, begun with the presence at 
Beauvais yesterday of the British Ambassador 
in Paris, representing Their Majesties, and 
of other high Government officials. But 
to France first fell the opportunity of 
honouring the brave and the: doomed. and 
France has taken that opportunity, with all 
the grave enthusiasm, and all the grace which 
are hers by nature, The French Prime 
Minister and the Air Minister of the French 
tepublic went to Beauvais in person; the 
French Army, the French Navy, the French 
Air Force all joined in the ceremonies, and 
the King’s message to M. Tardieu speaks 
worthily for the highest in the land the 
gratitude which all his subjects feel with him 


A FRAGRANT FAREWELL. 

Guns and bells and martial music; and the 
humming of many aeroplanes bade farewell 
to the British dead at Beauvais, and at 
Boulogne also the French Republic paid them 
stately honours. Not only on the homeward 
route. not only in Northern France was the 
eccasion marked. From coast to coast, all 
over that great land public mourning was 
observed. And still the tale is not all told. 
Besides the national honours with which our 
neighbour and friend has touched English 
hearts and kindled English pride, there have 
been manifestations af sympathy even more 
affecting. Beauvais and England have been 
linked together many a time before now, but 
yesterday that wonder of the world, the soar- 


Hall itself. which in_ April, 1918, was the 
scene of a decision, perhaps, as momentous as 
any in the history of Furope. witnessed an 
event which must. bind this country closer 
still to the beantiful and ancient Norman 


city.

A STRONG COMBINATION. 


The list of British representatives for the 
Round-Table Conference is published this 
miorning—none too soon; for their work will 
not, or should not, begin with the actual 
meeting of the Conference next month, re- 
marks The Times of to-day editorially. 

If its discussions are to succeed, as every- 
one lropes they may succeed, the first essential 
is that its members should assemble with 
a definite plan for conducting them to 
practical results. Above all, this is true of 
the British members, for the obvious reason 
that they now form a body which is probably 
capable of fulfilling amy common agreement 
that may be reached, so far as the Imperial 
Parliament is concerned.

The Church’s desire to investigate 
modern problems, not only of faith, but 
of morals, was demonstrated once more 
at the opening of the Church Congress 
here to-day. The Bishop of Winchester, 
preaching at one of three official Services 
of the Congress, said that he referred with 
great ‘reluctance to a subject which 
Cardinal Bourne touched upon in a sermon 
in a neighbouring town—the subject oí 
birth-control. 

‘‘ As to the Christian position in regard 
to the use of contraceptive methods,”’ said 
the Bishop of Winchester, “ no Lambeth 
Conference, I imagine, would accept any 
tradition as necessarily biding for all 
time and in all circumstances unless it 
is explicitly based on the teaching of the 
New Testament and embodied in the 
decisions of some (Ecumenical Councils of 
the Church.” 


THE ETHICAL ASPECT. 


Quoting the Lambeth report on birth- 
control, he said—‘‘ We emphasise the 
gravity, even the solemnity, of the whole 
question. We endeavour to set if in its 
true context to the welfare of the family, 
the sacredness of marriage and the duty 
and privilege of parenthood, not least 
where this involves the strictest discipline 
and sacrifice: None the less, it is 
universally admitted that there are eir- 
cumstances and cases in which the control 
of conception is necessary and legitimate. 
The ethical aspect of the matter lies in 
the question whether such control is 
morally justifiable, and this involves the 
consideration of motives and =  circum- 
stances in the light of Christian prin- 
ciples. 

‘‘ We speak very definitely about these 
motives, and also about the methods 
which are involved, We believe that in 
the last resort the moral question arises 
not so much in the method as in the 
motive, and we refuse to say that in cir- 
cumstances where conception control is 
morally justifiable scientifie methods, 
properly used, are of necessity to be con- 
demned. 


‘ SIMPLY NOT TRUE.” 


“To say tha the 
advocated birth-control is simply not 
true. What we have tried to do is to 
introduce Christian principles into a situa- 
tion which is confused and conflicting. We 
have put the moral crux in a position 
from which it can never be dislodged ; 
namely, the motive rather than the 
method. We have placed in the forefront 
of methods that discinplined self-control! 
to which, in all phases of life, the soldiers 
of Christ’s army are called; but we have 
recognised the fact that there are cases 
to which this method is tnapplicable. We 
have refused to brand such cases as 
immoral, or as being of necessity on a 
lower level of Christian practice. 

“To condemn a _ scientific method 
properly used, and in circumstances which 
are morally justifiable, as, in itself, 
immoral, is an attitude which cannot be 
consistent at the bar of either reason or 
conscience. Further; we have recognised 
the fact that intercourse is a vital element 
in the sacrament of marriage, 1s so much 
more than the means of procreation, and 
that where procreation is impossible, or 
inadvisable, that sacramental aspect may 
predominate. 


THE END IN VIEW. 


Bishops had 


‘We have sought to surround the 
subject with that atmosphere of caution 
of responsibility, and of reverence, in 
which conscienc#could be supreme. The 
primary objective of conception control, 
whatever method is used, is the welfare 
of the family. This means healthy parent- 
hood; it means such conditions for 
mother and children as shall ensure for 
the nation an unfailing supply of sons and 
daughters fit for the service of God in 
Church and State. Any motive less than 
this is immoral. 

“The subject is, in sense, pro- 
foundly distasteful; yet, in these days, 
when matters of sex are discussed with 
complete freedom, we, too, must be frea 
to proclaim plainly and reverently those 
Christian principles by which alone right 
guidance can be found.

The Archbishop of Wales and the 
Bishop of Gloucester, in their sermons, 
pleaded for Christian unity.

PRINCE OF WALES ON A 
“NATIONAL DUTY,” 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
BRITISH TRADE. 
_———— 


The Prince of Wales laid stress on the 
need for more. efficient British _ sales- 
manship in Latin-American countries yestor- 
day when, at a meeting at the Mansion 
House. London, he inaugurated the Anglo- 
Spanish and Spanish-American Institute of 
London, of which he is President, The 
object of the Institute is to provide British 
business men with “ cultural instruction ’’ to 
assist them to a better understanding of the 
peoples of Latin-American countries. 

e Prince said that his visit to South 
America in 1925 impressed him profoundty 
with the immense present and potential im- 
portance of the Latin-American markets to 
the trade of Great Britain, and also of the 
great and growing need of British markets 
to most of them. ‘‘ The promotion of move 
efficient salesmanship in these countries,’ he 
said, ‘‘is an obvious national requirement 
and duty, and it is for that reason that I 
have very gladly consented to become Presi- 
dent of this Institute 

‘To help the Institute to fulfil the very 
practical and essential functions it has set 
out to perform is directly to the interest of 
everyone trading with Spanish-speaking coun- 
tries. The chain of cultural institutes pro- 
posed to be established in: this and in 
Spanish-speaking countries is a wonderfully 
adequate provision for the. promotion of 
mutual inowledge and understanding of our 
respective nations. 

COMING VISIT TO BUENOS AIRES. 

“I need hardly assure you how much I 
am looking forward to my forthcoming. visit 
to South America and to opening the British 
impire Trade Exh'bition in Buenos Aires 
next spring. This is the first great British 
exhibition to be held abroad, and the sig 
nificance of the fact that this is being held 
in Buenos Aires will not be lost upon you. 
it is a clear indication of the great im) 
portance which we in this country attach to 
the South American markets and of our 
earnest hope to build up throughout South 
America active and profitable outlets for our 
exports on which this country so vitally 
depends. 

“The urgeney of the problems involved in 
lessening the handicaps to our trade is very 
great. Every effort that can be made to 
adjust the nature of the goods to market 
needs and to lower costs, and to improve 
general marketing and ether conditions for 
our export trade can only meet with the sym- 
pathy and support of evervone concerned.” 

The Lord Mavor said that the importance 
ot providing British business men with cul 
tural instruction was shown by the great 
efforts being made by competitor nations in 
Latin-America to impart this instruction to 
their emploves, Britain alone among the na 
trons had failed hithereto to make this pro- 
Vision. 

COMPETING WITH THE U.S.A, 

Sir Charles Bedford, Honorary Director of 
the Institute, said that throughout the U.S.A 
st the present time there was no concealing 
the fact that the capture of Latin-American 
trade was regarded as of overwhelming im- 
portance to the future survival of the United 
States export trade. “We are, therefore. 
faced,’ said Siw Charles. with an immensely 
powerful and intensely active and able rival 
fighting for its economic life. Let us be ander 
no comforting delusions on this point, for 
Britain is fighting a _ life-and-death 
struggie for her economic survival. 

‘ We alone of all the nations with whom 
we are competing in this market have totally 
icrored the alsolute necessity for training 
our personnel to understand and to establish 
sympathetic. well-based relations with our 
Spanish-speaking customers. Nothing can 
obscure the fact that. however complacent 
our traders mav be, they none the 
lesing their trade, especially to the United 
States and to Germany.”’ 

The Sparesh Ambassador described the 
Institute as the purely utilitarian corollary of 
the foundation of the King Alfonso XIII. 
Chair of Spanish Studies at Oxford Univer- 
sity. 

Lord Herbert Seott said that the present 
effort to found a London Instftate to carry 
on the same work as that which was already 
heing done hy institutes founded in the capi- 
tals of Spam end Spanish America was not 
only timely. but overdue.

When she returned he asked her to go down- 
stairs and hight the gas. Noticing that the 
lid of her jewel case was open. and that 
McEvov’s pockets were bulky, she grappled 
with him. They struggled. and he hit her on 
the face, shook her off and ran away. She 
followed, and a constable detained McEwovy. 

Detective Sergeant Duncan stated yesterday 
that he had made inquiries about McEvoy, 
and found that he was a native of Southern 
Ireland, He served in. the Free State Army 
until 1927, and later acted as a waiter in the 
Isle of Man, and a motor driver in Kew road. 
Richmond. At the time of bis arrest he was 
employed at the Bolton Mansions Hotel, and 
the management was thunderstruck when 
told of his arrest... In the Army and at his 
various situations his character was good. . 

McEvoy told the Bench that he -did not 
know why he had committed the theft.
